Youth Convicted; Mother 
Charges Court Unfair

— As his mother sat in the 
gallery sobbing about a kan­ 
garoo 
court, 
Elmer 
Wayne 
Henley was convicted Monday 
of killing six boys lured to the 
home of a bachelor electrician, 
sexually 
tortured 
and 
m u r­ 
dered. 
“ I guess it’s fun to watch 
them squirm, and scream and 
plead for their lives,” prosecut­ 
ing attorney Don Lambright 
said in his final argum ents 
before the jury began one hour 
and 32 minutes of deliberations. 
“ What kind of human being —a 
word I’m reluctant to use — 
takes that kind of pleasure in 
taking 
another 
little 
human 
being’s life? 


“ H o w f can you get to the point 
in life when you’ve killed a 
little 15-year-old boy who lived 
down the street from you’ How 
can you sit on the curb and eat 
fried chicken while they bring 
eight of your buddies out of a 
boat shed and you know there 
are nine more of them there?” 
Testimony in the sentencing 
phase of the trial, which begar 
today, could last a week —a^ 
long 
as 
the trial 
testimony 
itself. 
Henley could receive 99 years 
or life for each of the six 
killings. 
“They c an ’t kill them, but 
they can do that for us,” said 
Bet tie Shirley, the mother of 


one of the victims in asking 
that 
Henley 
be

maximum sentence.

Henley’s 
face 
was 
puffed and red from crying and 
said her son’s trial was "a 
kangaroo court if there ever 
was one. There's no way to 
describe it. It w asn’t fair.”

surrounding the recovery of the 
27 victims of the three-year 
m urder spree, is one of two 
persons ch a rg e d with taking 
part in the killings. David Owen 
Brooks, 19, will be tried later.

Henley signed, Dean 
Arnold 
Cor 11, 33, a bachelor electrician, 
was the mastermind of 
the 
scheme. Henley shot Cor 11 on 
Aug 
8, 
1973, and then told 
police about the killings and, 
with the help of Brooks, led 
police to three places in Texas 
where bodies were buried in 
lime soaked graves 
Defense attorney Will Gray 
pleaded for mercy before the 
jury telling the six men and six 
women 
that 
Cor 11 
was 
the 
instigator of the murders and 
had influenced Henley, who was 
14 when 
the first 
boy 
was 
killed. 
“The monster is dead,” Gray 
said.

just 
ask 
that 
you 
somehow, someway judge this 
evidence as unemotionally as 


you can. Give this boy the

House Speaker Carl Albert, 
D-Okla., has sent a letter to the 
New York delegation endorsing 
the plan for a new bill as work­ 
ed out by Hartke, chairman of 
the Senate 
Veterans 
Affairs 
Committee The bill has been in 
a House-Senate conference com ­ 
mittee after being passed over­ 
whelmingly by the Senate June 
18. 
Some mem bers of the House 
had objected to a provision that 
would have raised maximum 
yearly tuition assistance to $720' 
and others to a plan that would 
allow veterans up to 45 months 
of benefits, instead of the pres­ 
ent 36 
The bill also contains provi­ 
sions for a loan program of up 
to $2,000 a year for veterans, 
raising basic benefits 18 per 
cent so that a single vet would 
get $260 a month instead of the 
present $2.20 and would give vet­ 
erans up to 10 years, instead of 
the present eight, to take ad­ 
vantage of the program.

Hartke's plan and was speaking 
in favor of it to members of 
the House veterans affairs com ­ 
mittee His letter was read into 
the Congressional Record Mon­ 
day .. 
“ I only hope now that other 
members of the House and the 
administration, will join in mov­ 
ing to make this provision and 
the others of my com.prehen.sive 
C l bill into law as quickly as 
possible,” Hartke said. 
Hartke said the first year of 
the bill — the most expensive— 
would cost $1.9 billion, or about 
a tenth a.s much as one year of 
the Vietnam War.

The motorist with the green 
light still has the right of way 
despite Indiana’s new law- 
permitting right turn on red 
(RTOR), cautions Prof. Harold 
Michael, associate director of 
the Joint Highway Research 
Project at Purdue University. 
Actually, very little benefit 
will accrue to the driver from 
RTOR, Michael says Studies 
have shown that, while it 
usually doesn’t hurt, it doesn't 
help much either There has not 
been a rash of accidents nor w ill 
there be much reduction of 
driving time. 
In fact, studies have shown 
that drivers rarely “save” more 
than 5 to 15 seconds on a normal 
trip from one part of town to 
another under RTOR 
Michael urged that motorists 
remember a driver isn’t legally 
required to turn right on red if 
he doesn’t want to He may, but 
he doesn’t have to. 
An research shows honking 
doesn't help. In fact, the horn- 
happy 
driver 
may 
create 
enough jitters to create an 
accident situation that would 
not have happened otherwise, 
Michael declared. 
Being able to turn right on red 
is a case of trying to satisfy 
public demand, Michael says, 
but he also noted it. cannot be 
permitted w here unsafe actions 
results. He deplored the tact 
that some RTOR signs were 
erected illegally in the last 
several years which created 
hazards not recognized by many 
drivers. 
Most of these have since been 
taken down and replaced by 
signs which prohibit RTOR.

When there is conflicting 
left turn with green arrow The 
green arrow legally assures the 
obeying driver there will be no 
conflicting vehicles Since the 
RTOR driver cannot see when 
the arrow is lighted on the op 
posing side of the intersection, 
he cannot know his RTOR would 
l>e in conflict. Thus he is not 
permitted to turn right on red 
when more than four streets 
form an intersection. Motorists 
on each street have individual 
signals aimed at their par­ 
ticular thoroughfare. Motorists 
must obey their own individual 
light and RTOR. is not permitted 
because conflicting traffic can 
come from 
more 
than 
one 
direction; the driver waiting on 
red cannot know where it may 
come from 
when sight d istance is 
inadequate. If buildings or 
parked vehicles or other ob­ 
structions prohibit the driver 
from, seeing far enough down 
the left leg of an intersection, 
RTOR is forbidden The sight 
distance 
which 
must 
be 
available has been derived by 
recording the habits of drivers 
themselves The distance which 
must be available is that gap the 
typical average driver waits for 
before he turns right from a stop 
sign at an intersection.. 
For example if the traffic is 
moving at 25 mph, the average 
driver at a stop sign (or in an 
RTOR situation) needs a 270- 
foot. gap to turn right safely. At 
50 mph. he waits for a 540-foot 
gap If the sight distance at the 
stop line in the RTOR situation 
is not the length of the gap

The power to tax is the power

separation of powers, govern­

have avoided

There are numerous exam ples 
of 
double 
taxation 
in 
both 
fed eral 
and 
sta te 
levels. 
C ongress and the G en eral 
Assembly have both failed to 
live up to responsibilities by 
revising and rew riting tax laws. 
C hanges 
have 
been 
m ade 
through the years by am ending 
existing laws, thereby avoiding 
opening up old controversies. 
The result is a patchwork quilt 
of laws nobody understands. 
Most 
com m on 
double 
taxation, fam iliar to all, is the 
sales tax levied on gasoline 
sales. Prior to the increase of 
sales tax to four percent, filling 
sta tio n s 
o p e ra to rs 
first 
d ed u cted sta te and fe d e ra l 
taxes, figuring sales tax on the 
balance of the sale. With the 
increase, sales tax was added to 
the pump price, first step in the 
long overdue move to add sales 
tax to the pump. 
Now you pay sales tax on both 
federal and state gas taxes, and 
still have to add it to the am ount 
shown on the pump. Increase of 
cost of gasoline has reduced 
money collected for state high­ 
way prices. Motorists paying 
state gasoline tax on the gallons 
p u rch ased , 
buy 
less 
gas. 
However, since it costs more, 
sales tax which goes into the 
general fund is generating m ore 
revenue. 
C o nstruction 
and 
repair projects are the victim s, 
One of the traditional taxes 
upon tax is state income tax on 
p ro p e rty 
tax 
If 
you 
own 
properly which is used in a 
business, a deduction on taxes 
paid is taken as a business 
expense upon Federal returns. 
It must be added back into your 
state return, and. is not per­ 
m itted as a deduction. Try to 
operate your business with out 
paying the property tax and see 
how long you rem ain open. 
However, it is not considered an 
essential expense for state tax 
purposes. 
Double taxation is m ade upon 
all dividends received. Every 
corporation 
must

upon profits, prior to declaring

T hat’s fine, but it doesn’t pay 
the bills or

business. The future looks like 
six months propped up in a 
chair, staring at the tube, as a 
cardiac invalid. 
A Philippine-born doctor says 
it doesn’t have to be that way. 
Dr. Noel D. Nequin is making 
strides in convincing people in 
the Chicago area that heart 
attack natients can and should 
exercise, as soon as they can. 
to elim inate 
the debilitating 
effects of too m uch bed rest. 
By following a well super 
vised, progressive program o 
activity, most heart patient* 
now can return to work withir 
eight to 12 weeks instead ot 
ob serving w hat w as once £ 
"m andatory six months off,’ 
Nequin said in an interview. 
Nequin, 36, a native of Hoik 
City in the Philippines, is ar 
internist and director of the 
Cardiac 
Reconditioning 
anc 
Rehabilitation Unit at Swedisf 
Covenant Hospital on Chicago’s 
North Side. 
Convinced that heart attack 
‘‘p a tie n ts d o n ’t n ecessarily 
have to be invalids," Nequir 
said he visited a rehabilitatior 
center in Denver, Colo., in 1971 
and returned to persuade the 
a d m in istra tio n 
at 
Sw edish 
Covenant to establish the first 
such facility in the Midwest.

all,

physician will have to stabilize 
your condition to where you are

type exercises" at the Leaning 
Tower YMCA in north suburban 
Niles, followed by a continuing

Periodic 
"stress tests” on a treadmill 
provide determination of pro­ 
gress and reevaluation.

Over 400.000 Deople in the 
United States have diabetes, but 
half of these people don’t 
know' they have the disease. A 
few facts about the disease is 
that it is the 7th leading cause of 
death. 3rd cause of blindness, 
and a major factor in heart 
disease. 
If diabetes is detected early, 
serious complications may be 
avoided 
by 
the 
prompt 
in­ 
stitution of medical care. Often, 
diabetes can be effectively 
controlled with diet and exer­ 
cise alone. Other diabetics may 
require diet plus insulin in­ 
jections or tablets.

results from the inability of the 
pancreas gland to produce 
enough insulin.

Prim e can­ 
didates for diabetes testing are 
individuals in the so-called High 
Risk groups; overweight, over 
age 40, blood relatives of 
diabetics, and women who have 
given birth, to large babies lover 
nine poinds». Diabetes warning 
signs are drowsiness, fatigue, 
listliness, boils, cute slow to 
heal, finger and toe pain, ex­ 
cessive thirst, excessive ap­ 
petite, poor vision, 
extreme 
weight 
loss, 
and 
frequent 
urination. 
A special diabetes detection 
center is being planned by the 
Extension Homemakers to be 
held during the Rush County 
F air to find the unknown 
diabetics When you come to the 
center to be tested you will fill 
out a medical history form... A. 
technician will then take a small 


sample of your blood and test it. 
This quick and painless test will, 
show whether or not you have a 
high level of sugar in the blood. 
If you do, you will be advised 
that a further test of your blood 
should be done The test results 
will be sent to your doctor and to 
you. You should then visit him 
for further examinations. Only 
your doctor can determine if 
you have diabetes and he can 
plan methods to manage it 
properly. 


The detection center will be 
next ot the Secretary’s office at 
the fairgrounds. The screening 
program will be conducted on 
Tuesday, July 23 from 2:30 to 
9:30 p.m.; Wednesday, July 24 
from 4:00 to 9:30 p.m. and on 
Thursday, July 25 and Friday, 
July 26 from 2:30 to 9:30 p.m.

The Board of Animal Health 
rules of past years basically still 
prevail with some important 
changes to be noted as follows:

sex if from an Indiana farm not 
under quarantine for Tuber 
culosis. 


5. Please note: cattle en 
tering on Brucellosis vac 
ciantion in lieu of test are 
required to be accompanied by 
the Vaccination Certificate. 
6. Health Certificates are 
required on all swine in carcass 
shows if the swine are to enter 
at same time as breeding swine 
and be placed in adjoining pens. 
In shows where all swine are to 
go directly to slaughter from the 
exhibition, no health certificate 
is required. 
7. Animals with excessive 
and active warts, rings worms, 
pox, pinkeye of mange will not 
be permitted to be exhibited.

1. All entries to be in County Extension Office by 
12 00 noon, Saturday, July 13, 1974. 
2. The fair will be operated on Eastern Standard 
Time. 
3. Executive Committee Is empowered to make 
rules when necessary to insure success of the show. 
4. Each exhibitor will be responsible for his own 
property. 
5 STRAW FOR THE LIVESTOCK TO BE FUR­ 
NISHED BY EXHIBITORS SHAVINGS, SAWDUST 
AND GROUND CORN COBS NOT ALLOWED. 
6. AH livestock shall be shown in the proper class. 
7. Livestock to be the property of the person mak­ 
ing the entries, except get-of-sire class. 
8. No more than two premium monies will be paid 
an exhibitor in any one class. 


9 Livestock exhibited must belong to an owner or 
tenant of Rush County land, except dairy, and sheep 
see Rule 12 
10 Premium money not called for by Oct. 1, 1974, 
vill revert to the Fair Board’s premium 'fund. 
11. AN ENTRY FEE will be cnarged m au open 
classes as listed below, payable at time entry Is 
made.. 
Dairy — $1.00 per head. (50c to Rush County 4-H 
members only.) 
Beef — 50c per head. 
Sheep and Swine — 15c per head. (Rush County 
only i. 
Sheep — ,50c per head for out of county entries. 
Poultry and Rabbits — 25c per pen. 
Vegetables, Flowers, Ceramics—50c per exhibitor. 
Art — 50c per picture in adult, division and 25c pel 
exhibitor in school pupil division. 
12. Dairy and sheep show open only to exhibitors 
.living in Hush and adjoining counties. Dairy entry 
fee, $1.00 per head in open show. Sheep entry fee, 50 
cents per head in open show. 
13. Animals and poultry showing evidence of trans­ 
missible diseases will be barred, from the exhibit. 
14 The State Veterinarian or his authorized agent 
will be present to examine certificates of health on 
all, cattle, hogs, and sheep, before unloading

RUSH COUNTY FAIR 
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Dedication Day Recalled 
Gen. RA. Hackleman Cabin 
To Be Open During Fair

At the northwest edge of 
Memorial Park, situated across 
from, the swimming pool, stands 
the Hackleman Cabin, the 166' 
year old log structure which 
was the birthplace of Pleasant 
Adams 
Hacklem an, 
a 
prominent citizen of Rush 
County, co-founder of the Rush- 
viile Whit, eminent jurist, ac­ 
tive politician, and the only 
brigadier-general from Indiana 
to die in action in the Civil War. 
The facts of the life of General 
H a c k lem an are som e w ha t 
better known to the current 
generation than are the events 
which led to the placing of the 
cabin at its present site in Rush- 
ville. 
In 
1808 
Major 
John 
Hackleman bought a track of 
land about three miles south of 
Brookville in Franklin County, 
receiving a parchment deed 
from the government signed by 
Thomas Jefferson, president, 
and James Madison, secretary 
of state On this tract he built 
the log cabin in which P.A. 
Hackleman was born November 
15, 1814, in a family of eleven 
children. Pleasant grew up in 
Franklin County with the toils 
and privations of pioneer life, 
acquiring the limited education 
available in the new state of 
Indiana. After studying law 
with John Matson. Esq, of 
Brookville, he was admitted to 
the bar He moved w ith his w ife 
Sarah to Rushville in 1837. That 
fall he was elected judge of the 
probate court, holding the office 
until 1841, when he was elected 
to the Indiana House of 
Representatives as a Whig In 
1840, he and his brother. Oliver 
C. Hackleman had established 
the Rushville Whig, forerunner 
of the Rushville Republican, 
and he remained an editor of the 
newspaper until his military 
service during the Civil War He 
was nominated for Congress by 
the Whig party in 1847 and by 
the Republicans in 1858, but 
failed to carry the election 
either time. He attended the 
Republican 
convention 
in 
Chicago 
in 
I860 
which 
nominated Abraham Lincoln for 
the presidency, and was ap­ 
pointed by President Lincoln as 
one of three peace com 
nussioners from the northern 
states who were to meet with 
three men from the South to 
attempt to avert the civil strife 
threatening to engulf the 
country The peace commission 
met in Washington, but was 
unsuccessful, and following the 
outbreak of: war, Hackleman 
was commissioned a colonel of 
the 16th Regiment and served 
with the Army of the Potomac 
In the summer of 1862 he was 
made a Brigadier General and 
transferred, to General Grant s 
command in the South He met 
his death in Mississippi at the 
battle of Corinth on October 3. 
1862 leading his men against a 
rebel battery As he lay dying, 
his last words were "I a.in 
dying, but 1 am dying for my 
country ” This epitaph is in 
eribed on his tombstone at East 
Hill (Vmetery 
Following the death of 
i «i>nm 11 Ha e k It ‘man, 11 unit *ri his 
attempts were made to gain 
som e 
state 
or 
national 
recognition for the outstanding 


service he had rendered his 
country, but they met with 
no success. In the terms of the 
will of Ira W. Ayres (probated. 
Sept. 
17, 
1915) 
funds 
were provided for the erection 
of a monument or memorial to 
General Hackleman, and on 
Monday July 2, 1923, the county 
com m issioners 
granted 
a 
petition to place a monument in 
the northwest corner of the 
courthouse lawn. The petition 
had been signed by Frank G. 
Hackleman, Earl H. Payne, and 
A. L. Gary. With the granting of 
this petition, the memorial 
plans began to accelerate, and 
by the end of the summer a 
fitting com m em oration had 
been achieved The renewal of 
interest in General Hackleman 
may have been sparked by the 
R u s h v i l l e 
C e n t e n n i a l 
celebration the previous year. 
Other memorials were being 
planned The project to place a 
large 'boulder on the courthouse 
lawn with a memorial plaque 
honoring Rushvilles founder 
Dr. William B. Laughlin was 
well along, and Judge Morris 
had proposed 
a 
suitable 
memorial to Samuel Bigger, a 
Rushville resident who had 
become governor of Indiana. 
For whatever reason, the plans 
moved forward rapidly. 
The City Council on. July 5 
voted to accept a plan, to pur­ 
chase a thirty-five acre tract of 
land north oí the City Park to be 
used for the future enjoyment of 
the expanding city. On Saturday 
July 7, the Republican carried a 
front page article which 
proclaimed that an attempt 


would be made to secure the log 
cabin in which P. A. Hackleman 
had been born as attraction for 
the new Memorial Park, and it 
was even suggested that the 
statue proposed for the cour­ 
thouse lawn be placed in the 
park also. A committee of 
prominent citizens planned to 
go to Franklin County on 
Monday to investigate the 
feasibility of moving the cabin 
to Rushville. 
i'he headlines of Tuesday, 
July 10 proclaim ed CABIN 
WILL BE MOVED TO PARK. 
The inspection committee of 
Mayor W alter U 
Thomas, 
Robert L. Tompkins, Robert E. 
Mansfield, Walter F. Easley, 
Omer Trusler. and E J Kneeht. 
were enthusiastic in their 
recom m en dations. 
They 
reported that the one-room 
cabin was about 20 by 30 feet, in 
good condition, with a loft 
reached by a winding stairway 
that was “a marvel”. There was 
also an im m ense flagstone 
chimney. They felt the structure 
was in sound condition and 
could be moved with no ill ef­ 
fects. Frank Reynolds of the 
R ey n olds 
M a n u. f a c t u r i n g. 
Company offered the use of 
logging trucks to haul the 
timbers to Rushville. 
By Tuesday, July 17, a 
committee composed of twenty 
Rotary and. Kiwanis members 
had been named to dismantle 
the cabin. The Rotarians were 
Walter Easley, Frank Aber­ 
crombie, Will Feudner, Jack 
Kneeht, Harry Wyatt, Louis 
Mauzy. Carl Beher. Donald 
Ball. Gunn Havdon. and George 


G riesser. Frank Catt, Will 
Trennepohl, 
Curt 
Hester, 
Walter Thomas, Omer Trusler, 
Earl Osborne, Nick Tompkins, 
Birney Farthing, Norm Norris, 
and John Kneeht served for the 
Kiwanians. 
According to the paper, eight 
men from the committee left 
early Monday morning for 
Franklin county, accompanied 
by two county highway trucks 
which were to bring home the 
stone for the chimney. The 
cabin was taken down without 
'being damaged, with the ex­ 
ception of one log which had 
rotted and was broken Every 
log and every piece of stone was 
numbered so that no mistake 
could be made in the recon­ 
struction of the building. The 
two trucks could not haul all the 
stones which comprised the 
immense chimney, and the 
remainder was brought when 
the timbers were delivered 
The logs were moved on July 
25, and the rebuilding which was 
to be accomplished by the 
committees from the service 
groups was scheduled for 
sometime in August. However, 
July 27 headlined the news that 
the ERECTION OF CABIN IS 
STARTED AT PARK The 
services of the street cleaning 
department had been offered 
and acce pted Frank Catt, 
county surveyor, directed the 
construction, and plans were 
announced to enclose the cabin 
with a rail fence, and to put 
inside the enclosure a century 
old well The original clapboard 
root was reproduced to main­ 
tain the authenticity of the 
Be Secure . , .

by.ild.ing... According to the last 
account in the newspaper “The 
cabin is being put in the ex­ 
treme north end of the new 
addition to the park in a cleared 
space. It will face the north,, and 
the large stone chimney will 
be on the east side The cabin 
will he visible from the Main 
Street pike.” 
There are no futher accounts 
in the paper which tell us of the 
completion or dedication of the 
cabin, but we do know that the 
work was accomplished Just 
how the cabin came under the 
care of the D A R is not clear in 
anyone's records, but as early 
us 1925 D A R. records show 
that a motion was made and 
carried that a “ m em orial 
committee makes plans for 
getting the cabin cleaned and in 
shape”. On July 21, 1927 a 
lengthy 
article 
in 
the 
Republican tells of the flag 
raising ceremony held at the 
cabin when Curt Hester, 
president of the Chamber of 
Commerce, presented a flag to 
the DAR regent, Mrs. Willard 
Amos. The flag pole had been 
set by the City Water and Light 
Company. Another item in the 
minutes details the placing of a 
tablet marker at the cabin in 
1929. 
Not 
much 
activity 
b 
recorded until 1941 when th( 
cabin was used by the Gir 
Scouts as meeting headquar 
ters. They found it in poor shape 
and placed a new floor and. glass 
in the windows. It wras nicely 
furnished, and served three 
troops of fifty-four girls. In 1954, 
as the Girl Scouts needed more 
room, it. was suggested that the 
old cabin 'he torn down and a 
new modern edifice erected for 
the use of the girls. This 
naturally caused much con­ 
sternation on the part of the 
h i s tor i ea. 11 y o r i e n ted DA R 
members, and they were much 
relieved when a resolution was 


passed by the City Council to 
return the cabin to their 
custody. A Girl Scout cabin was 
erected at another site in the 
park. 
Once more it was necessary 
for a restoration committee to 
set to work, and in 1957 the caoin 


was opened to fair visitors with 
a display of simple relics. The 
opening met with much en­ 
thusiasm, and in the spring of 
1958 the cabin was opened for a 
week for the inspection of school 
children. Many classes visited 
the nioneer 
and were 


impressed with the articles in. 
everyday use in by-gone days. A 
fire burned in the fireplace, 
ancient cooking vessels lined 
the hearth, and hand woven 
blankets, rugs and coverlets 
gave atm osohere 
to 
the

A driveway is a necessary 
p art of a m odern home, but 
generally is not a decorative 
feature. This can be remedied 
by adding a screen of western 
wood, on one side. 
On a flat lot, a decorative 
screen, combined with plants on 
both sides softens the regular 
lines of the drivew ay.

A shady spot can be created 
in a sunny yard with addition 
of a simple rectangular post- 
and beam arbor or pergola.

paired 2x6s. Across the beam s. 
1x8s are set on edge and placed 
to form the trellis top. 
Douglas fir and western cedar 
lum ber are popular choices for 
outdoor projects, and may be 
stained, or sealed and left to 
wreather naturally.

Sum m ertim e! 
The 
whole 
world com.es alive and heads 
outdoors. 
Babies 
wear 
sun 
hats 
— 
blondes and 
redheads 
rub 
lotions into their skin for sun­ 
time protection — and dark 
glasses 
m ake 
the 
scene, 
shielding tender eyes from too 
much sun. 
But. — what are you doing to 
protect your food in this special 
season: it needs extra attention, 
too! 
Follow these simple tips and 
you won’t have to worry about, 
univited guests like bacteria 
ruining 
your 
sum m er 
fun. 
(spoiled food is as much of a 
drag as sunburn). 
Keep foods cool or hot—but 
not in between. That means 
keeping, them at temperatures 
lower than 40 degrees or higher 
than, 
140 degrees. 
At home, 
storage in your refrigerator or 
freezer is a must for perishables 
like meat, 'poultry, or potato 
salad w henever you’re not 
cooking them, or serving them.. 
Going on a picnic? Plenty of 
ice in your cooler till you’re 
ready to serve perishable items 
should do the trick. Leave foods 
in. the cooler till you’re ready to 
cook or serve them. And find a 
shady spot for that cooler — the 
ice inside will last longer! 
At home or away, start your 
food preparations with clean 
hands, clean utensils, and clean 
work, areas. Then, be' sure to 
wash with soap and hot water 
anything that touches .raw' meat 
or poultry before you let it come 
in contact with cooked or ready- 
to-serve foods. Otherwise, you 
spread bacteria — which are 
present on raw meat or 'poultry, 
as on almost everything around 
us — to items that won’t be 
subject to cooking temperatures 
that kill bacteria. 
A dm ittedly, washing your 
hands and utensils can be a 
problem outdoors, especially on. 
picnics. 
So, 
you 
might 
use 
something disposable — like 
wax paper — to protect your 
hands when you pick up ham­ 
burger patties to put them on 
the grill. 
Take along extra forks and 
spoons for serving so you won’t 
have to re-use the ones you 
cooked with. Also, use a clean 
plate for those patties when they 
come off the grill, instead of the I 
one 
that 
held 
them 
before I 
cooking. 
Disposables can 
be 
handy 
when 
you’re 
cooking 
outdoors. 
Clean, cold foods are only part 
of the recipe for safe sum­ 
mertime eating. .Another im­ 
portant 
ingredient 
is proper 
cooking. Ground meat should 
always be cooked all the way 
through, and so should poultry 
and pork products. 
The best way to cook meat, 
poultry, 
and fish is slowly. 
Longer cooking over low heat 
means less shrinkage and more 
thorough cooking. 
Indoors, use an oven tem­ 


perature of 300-350 F. Outdoors, 
cook over a low fire instead of a 
roaring one. 
Once you’re through eating, 
put 
leftovers 
back 
in 
the 
refrigerator or cooler right 
aw ay. If you’re picnicking, 
check to see that there’s enough 
ice or ice water left to keep 
those leftovers cool and safe till 
you can get them home and into 
a refrigerator or freezer again 
Summertime protection for 
foods? Sun time fun depends on 
it! 
Summertime brings out "the 
cook’’ in 
many of us. 
The 
following questions and answers 
will help make that special fun 
event — the backyard barbeque 
or the picnic in the park or at the 
beach — more enjoyable 
Q. What can I do to protect 
the wholesomeness and safety 
of the meat and poultry I buy? 
A. Make meat and poultry 
one of the last things you buy in 
the grocery store. Take these 
ind other perishable food items 
hom e 
rig ht 
aw ay 
and 
refrigerate or freeze them 
promptly. 
Q. What should 1 look for in 
canned 
m eat 
or 
poultry 
products? 
A. Avoid 
cans 
that 
are 
severely dented, leak, or swell. 
If the product looks, tastes, or 
smells suspicious, DON'T EAT 
IT. Return it to your grocer and 
report the incident to your local 
health authority. 
Q. What are the most im ­ 
portant 
things 
to remember 
when preparing, storing, and 
cooking 
fresh meat 
and 
poultry? 
A. There are two basic things 
to rem em ber. First, keep meat 
and 
poultry 
clean 
when 
preparing and storing. Second, 
keep at zero degrees or lower, 
not in between. Don’t let cooked 
foods sit around so that bacteria 
can form and multiply. If you 
plan 
to 
serv e cold, 
fried 
chicken, 
store it 
in 
the 
refrigerator after frying 
until 
ready to serve. 
Q. What should I keep in mind 
when storing meat and poultry? 
A. Store meat and poultry in 
the .refrigerator only if you are 
going to use them within a few 
days. For longer storage, freeze 
products. 
The 
refrigerator 
section should be kept between 
35 and 
40 degrees.. 
Freezer 
temperatures should be kept at 
zero degrees or lower. Wrap 
meat loosely for refrigerator 
storage. 
Poultry 
may 
be 
refrigerated in its special wrap. 
For freezing, wrap meat and 
poultry 
tightly 
in 
moisture- 
resistant m aterial such as 
aluminum foil 
Q. What about defrosting9 
A. Defrost meat and poultry 
in 
the 
refrigerator 
when 
possible. Meat or poultry may 
also be defrosted at room 
temperature if left in a tightly 
closed double paper bag They 
may also be placed in cold w ater 
to avoid thawing if 
the wrap 


ping is watertight. Took foods 
promptly after thawing 
Q What’s the best way to 
keep foods cold, on a picnic? 
A Use a good, well-insulated 
cooler. And fill it with plenty of 
ice (but not dry ice ) to keep 
foods cold. Do not open the 
cooler unnecessarily, and leave 
it in a shady spot to help keep 
the ice from melting too fast. 
Q. What precautions should 1 
take when preparing meat and 
poultry for my barbecue or 
picnic? 
A. You should be as careful 
with food prepared for out-of- 
doors as you are when eating 
inside 
Glean your kitchen 
frequently. Rinse poultry in cold 
water and drain it well before 
you cook it 
Glean all work 
surfaces 
including wooden 
cutting boards and counter tops 
before and after using them 
for raw meat and poultry. Soap 
and hot water works well. Never 
put cooked,, ready to serve meat 
or poultry on the same surface 
or in a utensil used for the raw 
product unless you have com ­ 
pletely sanitized that surface or 
utensil. If possible, use separate 
cutting 
boards for raw 
and 
cooked 
pro du cts, 
to 
avoid 
"cross-contamination ’’ 
Wash 
your 
hands 
often 
during 
preparation of foods and when 
cooking outdoors. Take along 
disposable wash cloths, plates, 
and utensils when on a picnic. 
Q. What are the types of 
bacteria which can grow on 


meat or poultry if not handled 
properly? 
A Basically, the two main 
culprits at a picnic or barbecue 
are perfringens and salmonella. 
It is important to keep foods 
clean and cold, and to cook them 
thoroughly. These bacteria may 
not leave any tell tale signs that 
they are around, such as off 
and odors in foods 
And, un­ 
fortunately, symptoms of the 
illness may not appear until 
many hours after contaminated 
food is eaten. 


Q. What should I remem ber 
when barbecueing? 
A. Just as you would cook 
foods thoroughly indoors, the 
same 
rule 
applies 
for 
bar­ 
bee u ring. 
Cook 
m eat 
and 
poultry thoroughly, but slowly. 
Longer cooking away from, the 
fire means less shrinkage and 
more thorough cooking. A low 
fire, is recommended. 


Q What about left-overs? 


A. Once 
you ’re 
through 
eating, put left-overs back in. 
the refrigerator or the cooler 
right away. If you’re on a picnic, 
check to see that there is suf­ 
ficient ice left in the cooler to 
keep left-overs safe and cool. 


B e 
particularly 
careful,

The colocation plan, which 
was intended to move hundreds 
of county ASCS, FHA and SCS

further to get to these offices 
and to USDA employes who 
could not conveniently move. 
Petitions opposing it were 
circulated in several states. 
Sen. Marlow Cook (R Ky.) and

introduced,

USDA to maintain offices in 
every county as a convenience 
to rural people. 
The new directive says states 
may be able to co-locate an 
office 
occasionally 
if 
they 
consult 
agriculture-related 
groups about doing it, talk with 
USDA 
employees involved, 
and hold public hearings. If a 
proposal gets through all that, 
it added, it would still require 
clearance from 
members of 
Congress involved. 
What this all amounts to, 
Melcher said, is that the co- 
location of county agricultural 
offices that has been going on 
for many years will continue at 
the old pace.
